Perhaps she was overworked and needed a re- 
duced schedule. Or, maybe she just wanted to play a joke 
on us. Whatever her reasons, one thing is sure--Lady 
Liberty did not pose for any of the Barber series coins. 
Find out why she didn't pose, who posed in her place as 
well as the startling answer to why Liberty bared a 
breast in 1916. 

I've been a numismatist for many years. I know 
that Liberty is supposed to be a female. Yet, I have always 
felt that the depiction of Liberty on the Barber dime, quar- 
ter and half dollar is a male. 


I don't feel this way about any other United States 
coins. On all non-Barber examples, the clothing, the fig- 
ure and the facial figures clearly indicate that Liberty is of 
the female gender. 

So, why do I feel that the Barber Liberty is a 
male? What is it about the Barber depiction of Liberty 
that suggests someone more likely to pledge a fraternity 
than a sorority?

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When Lady Liberty 


First of all, look closely at the Barber Liberty neck. This 
is not the neck of awoman. Rather, it is the thick and muscu- 
lar neck of a male, possibly even a football player. Take an- 
other look at the neck and head and try to envision the rest of 
the person suggested by this neck and head. My bet is that 
you will really have to stretch your imagination to conjure any- 
thing even remotely feminine. Next, concentrating on the 
relative sizes of the neck and head, try constructing a feminine 
head and face that fits this neck. When I tried this exercise, I 
kept on constructing a much older Liberty--a matronly, over- 
weight, frumpy Liberty with sagging parts, several chins and 
grey hair. (Personally, I have no problem with an older, over- 
weight Liberty. Aesthetically, such a Liberty would still be 
superior to an Eisenhower.) However, given the chauvinistic 
tenor of the times, such a depiction would not have been con- 
sidered for portrayal on a United States coin. 


THE ROMAN CONNECTION 


When you added the body to the neck and head, weren't you 
tempted to clothe the person in a toga? When you looked at 
the hair hanging in bangs and sporting a (laurel?) wreath, 
weren't you reminded of Roman emperors? 

True, the cap looks out of place. However, although 
the cap may not suggest Roman heritage, it is further proof of 
the masculine nature of the Barber Liberty. Primarily because 
the cap appears to cover a fairly small amount of hair--an 
amount more consistent with a male rather than a female. 

Now, take a Barber quarter and compare it with a 
Napoleon I Laureate twenty francs gold coin. Isn't the similar- 
ity of the bust striking? And didn't Napoleon choose that pose 
because he wanted to appear more Roman? More 
“Emperorish?” 


THE OPINION SURVEY 


Seeking to gain further insight into Liberty's gender, I 
conducted a simple survey. For respondents, I chose non- 
numismatists who were unfamiliar with the history of the Bar- 
ber coinage. For many, it was the first time they had viewed a 
Barber coin up close. About half of the respondents were male 
and about half were female. 

The respondents were given a Barber coin and asked 
if the figure on the obverse was a male or a female. Most were 
unsure. 


LUKE LIBERTY'S DIARY--THE 
LONG AWAITED TRUTH 


I wrote a letter to Lady Liberty, detailing my interest 
in the Barber series and requesting an interview. Lady Liberty 
wrote back, explaining that she had been in seclusion for many 
years and was not granting interviews. She also mentioned 
that it was no longer necessary for her to sit for poses on coins. 
Instead, artists simply pull from an archive of thousands of 
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wasa Man Cont. 


pictures, paintings and renditions of her, and then apply any 
of a number of computer imaging software programs to 
achieve the desired look. Lady Liberty hadn't posed for a 
regular issue coin since 1917 and was enjoying her, well, lib- 
erty. 

As to my questions regarding the Barber series, Lib- 
erty wrote that although her memory was a little fuzzy on the 
details, she definitely did not pose for any of the Barber series 
coins. In fact, she was dismayed that the general public would 
even think she could have posed for what she termed “an ama- 
teurish artistic engraving.” I wrote back and explained that I 
needed corroboration. A month went by with no response. 
But then, late in December of 2008, I received an unmarked 
package. Inside the package was a copy of parts of a diary— 
the diary of Luke Liberty, Lady Liberty's brother, dressmaker, 
tailor and confidante. There was also a note from Lady Lib- 
erty: “The enclosed may help clear up the mystery.” 

The diary pages that were sent to my attention de- 
tailed events in the early 1890's leading up to the Barber de- 
sign. The gist of the relevant pages asserts that during that 
time, Lady Liberty was often at odds with Mr. Barber, citing 
his"... unbearable egotistical attitude and total lack of crea- 
tivity." She had welcomed the contest to design the coins that 
would replace those with her seated likeness, had willingly 
posed for several of the competing artists, and found several of 
their renditions to her liking. 

When Charles Barber invalidated the results of the 
design contest, Lady Liberty was quite upset. Her initial pique 
was further inflamed when she viewed ". . . the pathetic, drab, 
and uninspiring design efforts of Mr. Barber." A shouting 
match ensued, words were exchanged and Lady Liberty left 
the room, vowing never to work for ". . . that self-centered, 
chauvinistic ego-maniac." (Please note that Lady Liberty kept 
her promise. Barber had to settle for Lady Minerva and Lady 
Columbia, among others, for his later designs.) 

After Lady Liberty's departure and after allowing his 
own temper to cool, Charles Barber suddenly realized that he 
was without a model for his coins. Sensing that Barber was on 
the verge of tears, Luke". . . attempted to console Mr. Barber, 
who was clearly distraught. I understood my sister's feelings, 
and I supported her actions; however, I also felt sorry for Mr. 
Barber and asked if there was anything I could do. Barber 
asked if I thought my sister would return. After hearing my 
opinion that she would not return, I noticed Barber's eyes fo- 
cusing intently on me. I felt a little uneasy under his gaze. He 
sensed my unease, and mentioned that he was just observing 
the family resemblance between Lady and me.” 

"Well, the next thing I know, he's asking me if I 
wouldn't mind posing for his coin! I surprised myself by not 
dismissing this thought outright. But the more I thought 
about it, the better it sounded, and when Charles added that it 
would just be a head and neck pose, and that I wouldn't have 
to wear a dress or jewelry, I started thinking ‘Why not?’ I love 
my sister, but I'm always dancing in her shadow and playing 
second fiddle. Here was my chance to be top banana. I asked 
how much the job paid, and Charles offered me the full

amount that he had budgeted for my sister. I accepted his 
offer, I posed, and then Charles and I went out for a celebra- 
tion dinner.” 

"Of course, Charles mentioned that I shouldn't men- 
tion this to anyone. He then asked what I thought Lady Lib- 
erty's reaction would be, and would she expose our ruse to the 
press. I promised to handle that aspect, and stressed that de- 
spite Lady's ill feelings towards him, she would remain silent 
to protect me. Besides, I mentioned, Lady would never stand 
in the way of a good joke." 


THE AFTERMATH, THE CON- 
TROVERSY AND THE BARE 
BREAST 


As Luke had predicted, Lady did not reveal the secret. To 
an inquiring public, she maintained that it was indeed 
Liberty who was featured on the Barber coinage. And she 
was not lying. It was Liberty, albeit Luke Liberty, whose 
visage graced those coins. 

When I called Lady Liberty to thank her for the 
information she supplied in both her letter and in the 
copy of Luke's diary, she added a few additional recollec- 
tions. She vividly remembered the rumors about her 


sexuality that continued to surface throughout the Barber 
years. She then provided shocking new evidence on the 
1916 Standing Liberty Quarter. In her own words, 
"Pundits and scribes questioned my gender at every op- 
portunity. After awhile, it became apparent that the con- 
stant innuendo and scrutiny would not go away on their 
own. I knew I had to do something to quell the rumors. 
So, after several long chats with my advisors, I decided to 
bare my breast while posing for the new quarter. This 
bold action confirmed my gender and silenced the doubt- 
ers. It also served to bring attention to the women’s suf- 
frage movement. I’d like to think that the bra burners of 
the 1960’s got their inspiration in part from my pose on 
that quarter." 

As for Luke, he went back to being a dressmaker 
and tailor for his sister, and died in obscurity after a long 
illness in February, 1966 at the age of ninety-seven (unlike 
his sister, Luke was not immortal). In revealing his long- 
kept secret, Lady Liberty stated that rumors had sur- 
rounded the Barber series coins for decades, and that it 
was time to set the record straight and give her dear, de- 
parted brother his due. 

By the way, in her letter, Lady Liberty mentioned 
that she would be quite receptive to having her image on a 
new United States circulating coinage design.
